The great furor created by 
National Park enthusiasts 
crying "water, water and 
not a drop for the birds and 
gators was basically brought 


about by Nature's tendency 


to interrupt its delivery of 
rainfall in irregular amount 
over short periods. 

Actually, the Park admin- 
istration stumbled over its 
own shuffling feet, through 
lack of a FEASIBILITY re- 

rt and normal planning. 

THE PARK has refused 
to allow any works, other 
than Nature's in the Park— 
it refused to provide any 
method of retaining fresh

tities of lake water to the 
park will require increasing 
water conveyance capacity 
of an 85-mile-long network 
of water channels including 
use of existing canals and 
improving borrow pit chan- 
nels from which material 
has been excavated to build 
levees, to serve as supple- 
mental canals. 

Since the land is too flat 
for water to flow fast en- 
ough by gravity, extensive 
pumping will be necessary. 
Also a canal and water re- 
taining levee extending 
some 10 miles along the 
east Park boundary to move 
water to critical points in 
the Park will be built. 

The construction job will 
cost about $3.5 million and 
take about a year to com- 
plete. The total cost in- 
cludes a levee along the 
park boundary. 

Pumping will begin with- 
in a few days and increas- 
ed flows can begin moving 
to the Park in a matter of 
days . 

The State of Florida and 
the Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control Dis- 
trict will share 20 percent 
of the construction cost. The 
cost of pumping water for 
the Park, estimated to cost 
upwards of $150,000 per 
year, depending upon the 
amount moved, will be paid 
by the Federal Government. 
Pumping service will be pro 
vided by the Flood Control 
District, which may pump 
at its own expense, also for 
the benefit of Greater Mia- 
mi. 

The State of Florida and 
the Flood Control District 
have agreed to pass Lake 
Okeechobee water through 
its project system to the 
Park, which will reduce 
possible wastage to the set. 
when the Lake's level must 
be lowered and kept at a 
low level for public protec- 
tion from flooding in anti- 
cipation of and during the 
hurricane season. 

Also, the State has agreed 
to release water to the Park 
when the Lake is below cri- 
tical flood stages, consist- 
ent with water supply needs 
for the entire area, but a- 
bove the minimum permiss- 
ible stage of 12.5 feet above 
mean sea level. A water re- 
lease schedule is being work 
ed out with the State and 
the Flood Control District. 

Work to carry out the di- 
version is being undertak- 
en by Col. R, Р. Tabb, the 
Jacksonville District Engi- 
neer, in cooperation with 
the National Park Service 
of the Department of Inter- 
jor, the State of Florida and 
the Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control Dis- 
trict .Canal capacity will be 
provided for moving up to 
1,000 cubic feet of water per 
second into the Park, as re- 
quired. This would provide 
for minimum annual needs 
of the Park, except in years 
when lake levels' are very 
low. Also, these canals will 
provide flexibiity to supply 
more water for Greater Mia- 
mi 

Initial construction 
be started this spring. 

This water conveyance 
system will provide interim. 
protection and will be a part 
of a permanent plan for 
Southern Florida's compre- 
hensive water resources pro 
blems and requirements. 

The remainder of the plan 
is under study by the Jack- 
sonville District. A report 
is scheduled to be made in 
late 1967.

The Viet Nam situation has virtually dominated 
the news in this country for more than a few months. 
Radio and television have and still are blasting the 
facts of war to the-listening public. Newspapers and 
magazines are carrying daily and weekly articles and 
editorials concerning the half-hearted effort. Questions 
are arising that are hard, if not impossible for authori- 
ties to answer. How will the war effect our economy? 
Will taxes be raised? Are the people of South Viet 
Name really interested in winning the war? Is a mili- 
tary victory possible without bringing Red China into 
the conflict? Do we really know what we are doing? 
Should bombing be increased? Is the effort really worth 
it? 

Any way that anyone looks at it, the war is not 
going to be easily settled. The answers to the above 
questions and the meaning of the entire conflict are 
a bit more involved than most Americans realize. 

To begin with, one important fact must be brought 
to light: to lose in Viet Nam is to lose the entire whole 
of Southeast Asia to the rampaging Communists. The 
idea of this war is not only to win South Viet Nam 
over to democracy, but to get a democratic toe onto South 
East Asian soil and to show Hanoi and Peking and the 
rest of the world that the United States will not be 
ushed from winning. The problem now facing us is 
this: How do we live up to our commitments and emerge 
from Viet Nam with honor and dignity? 


Now that the question of v o stay and 
fight has been answered, erican pub- 
lic to back the President and t rican interest. 


Burning of a draft card solv ng, it only tends 
to entangle the already delicate When’ one 
American is involved it is every Americans business. 

As of now there are approximately 200,000 Ameri- 
can fighting men in Viet Nam.

The president is determined to win the war regardless of 
sacrifice. Many homes will be saddened as more people 
involved, But this is part of the price of greatness and 
leadership to which the United States has pledged it- 
self.

While the United States will not budge. in Viet y 


Nam, it must be remembered that we are not planning 
to fight an everlasting conflict. The conference table 
is the ultimate goal. As Senator Smathers put it in 
“Washington Newsletter." Though the way ahead is 
dark and filled with uncertainity, I am convinced that 
we must continue to stand strong in the field of bat- 
tle while vigorously pursuing any and all paths that 
could lead us to the conference table." 

For those who continue to question our very right 
to be in Viet Nam, we shall turn to a statement in 1947 
by former President Truman. He said "I believe that 
it must be the policy of the United States to support 
free peoples who are resisting attempted subjugation 
by armed minoritis or by outside pressures?" 

It must be remembered that the United States 
stronghold of democracy, is the leader of the free world. 
Our every move is scrutinized by our allies as well as 
our opposition. We have been playing the part of the 
good samaritan, and there is not any need to be asham- 
ed of it. If we left these oppressed people to their fate 
our conscience would not let us sleep.

Etiquette Column 


"TELEPHONE 
COURTESIES" 

Telephone comes into its 
own during the teen years. 
The instrument which was 
used only casually during 
childhood is jealously guard 
ed by adolescents as a price 
less means of communica- 
tion 

It is well to master the 
know-how of telephoning. 
Since most teen-agers live 
with their families where 
they share the use of the 
telephone, certain basic cour 
tesies are expected. For ex- 
ample, when you put thru 
a call, ask at once for the 
person to whom you wish 
to speak, giving your name 


so that he will know to 
whom he is speaking im- 
mediately. Then give the 
message you wish to de- 


liver. 

If the 
you ma;

person is not there 

leave @ message 
short and simple, 
but is a long, involved 
message, leave word that 
you will call back. Long in- 
volved messages are a nui- 
sance and are hard to tran- 
smit. If you cannot get your 
message into a few words, 
leave word that you would 
like to have your call re- 
turned. Thank the person 
with whom you have been 
talking and hang up cour- 
teously. 

When the telephone rings 
do not quickly take it for 
granted that it may be 
someone calling you. Give 
the person on the other end 
а chance to identify himself. 


Your salutation starts 
best with Your~ identifica- 
tion. 


After the business of a 
call has been transacted, you 
should hang up politely 
with some pet closing. Ne- 
ver unduly prolong your 
telephoning. A telephone 
call that goes on and оп 
picking up little stray bits 
of chatter, does not make 
much sense and may be an- 
noying 

Remember these points 
in telephoning: 

1. Speak clearly so that 
the other party may under- 
stand what you are saying. 

2. Never start a guessing 
game such as "Guess who 
this is." 

3. Never dial a number 
unless you know to whom 
you wish to speak. 

4. Always be sure of the 
number that you are dial- 


ing.
